Holmes 
said lie then approached the man to 
ask what he could do for him, and 
the stranger dropped

satchel 
and immediately a blast shook the 
building.

by an explosion of a bomb, hurled 
by a stranger who had 
demanded 
$2,000. 


Those killed were the

reinforcements. 


George Uulman, Valentino's man- 


ager, today announced funeral plans 
for the actor. The body will lie in 
state today from 4 p. TO., to mid- 
night, tomorrow from 
9 a. m., to, 


midnight, and on Thursday from 9 
a. m., to midnight. 


Thousands are expected 
to file 


past the casket of 
silver ibronze, 


topped with glass, for a last look' 
at the body, which win be dressed 
in evening attire. 


Funeral services are to 'be held 


Monday at 10 a. m., at "the actors' 
church", the church of St Malachi. 


"I hope to have the body taken 


to Hollywood for burial," said €11- 
man, "I think he belongs there aod 
hope to so persuade his brother".
